I know Kosmina, for exam- 
ple, is a good player — but is 
he worth $30,000 to a club 
whose revenue at the gates 
during a whole season may not 
be much more than that?

Now, it turns out, this 
theory has collapsed. Even our 
top teams, including the winni- 
Ngest of all, Sydney City, 
simply cannot produce the 
crowd it needs for stability. 

And in case you think 
Sydney City is alone in this 
leaky boat — think again: the 
end of the 1983 season could 
see several others, including 
Wollongong, Canberra and 
Olympic, in a financial mess.

What's the solution to all 
this — people keep asking. 

Well, there may not be one 





at all. Or at least not a con- 
ventional one. 

All spectator sports are 
losing crowds — and not just ir 
Australia, either. 

In our case the gradual de- 
cline began with the advent of 
TV, continued with the mush- 
rooming of the licensed clubs 
and is climaxing right now 
with the explosion in the home 
entertainment industry. 


In fact, soccer has seen 
more social changes in the 
past 20 years than in the pre- 
vious 80 or so 

Sadly, almost inexplicably, 
we still are trying to sell 
soccer precisely the same way 
as we did in the 1950s, even 
though the market has 
changed dramatically. 


And I fear the decline will 
continue — until we decide to 
treat top-level soccer not as a 
Sport but as mass enter- 
tainment,. 


Soccer's main rivals are not 
the various rugby codes but 
the home video, the sophis- 
ticated sound systems and 
other gadgets which keep 
more and more people in their 
lounge rooms.

cer’s present deep worries. 


It’s an enormous pity that 
club president Frank Lowy has 
lost much of his earlier enthu- 
siasm for the game and is now 
in open conflict with some of 
the club’s avid soccer suppor- 
ters. 


Lowy, given a major role, 
could help reshape the face of 
the game to meet the challehg- 
es of the 1980s and beyond. 

I sincerely doubt whether 
the present ASF executive is 
capable of even recognising 
the complex problems, let 
alone prescribing a cure. 

And this despite the fact 
that in the last few years it has 
enlisted the aid of several pro- 
motional and marketing 
experts to charter a new 
course for the game. 

If Sydney City goes, few will 
have the right to afford even a 
faint smirk: several others are 
bound to follow; if not today, 
then tomorrow. 

So it’s time for those respon- 
sible to stop tinkering with 
these complicated issues and 
start examining the future of 
soccer against the backdrop of 
a rapidly changing world.

Previous series between England and Australia are best forgotten as far as the Aus- 
tralians are concerned, but the Socceroos did have their moment of glory back in 
1937. The following history of clashes between the two nations is from the book "The 
Socceroos and their Opponents,” by Laurie Schwab 


June 30, 1951, is the 
date of Australian 
soccer’s greatest dis- 
grace. It was on that 
day that the touring 
England team beat 
the Socceroos 17-0 — 
a record score in 
international soccer. 


Among earlier results Eng- 
land had thrashed Tasmania 
17-0 and won 6-1 and 13-1 
against Australian Elevens in 
Melbourne and Adelaide re- 
spectively. However, the first 
full Test between the two 
countries, had resulted in a re- 
latively narrow 4-1 victory to 
England, so none of the 14,146 
people at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground was prepared for the 
ruthless slaughter they witnes- 
sed in the second Test. 

Jack Sewell of Sheffield 
Wednesday, who was to finish 
the tour with 35 goals, scored 
six in England’s 17-0 victory. 
Ike Clarke of Portsmouth 
notched four, Jim Hagan 
(Sheffield United) and Frank 
Broome (Notts County) got 
three each and Gordon Hurst 
(Charlton Athletic) had to 
make do with only one. 

The other members of the 
touring party were: 

Full backs: H. Bamford (Bristol 
Rovers), J. McCue (Stoke City), F. 
Lock (Charlton) 

Goalkeepers: E. Burgin (Shef- 
field Utd), S. Bartram (Charlton), 

Halfbacks: D Parker (West 
Ham), R. Flewin (Portsmouth, 
capt), S. Owen (Luton), J. Shaw 
(Sheffield Utd), L. Kieran (Tran- 
mere Rovers). 

Forwards H. Webster (Bolton), 
W. Smith (Birmingham), R. Lang- 
ton (Bolton) 

The tourists played the 
enormous total of 20 games in 
a gruelling 10-week tour that 
took its toll in injuries. They 
won all 20 games, but manager 
David Wiseman said even 
before the tour ended: ‘I will 
recommend to the Football 
Association that the itinerary 
for any future tour be reduced 
considerably."’ 

The goalscorers for Eng- 
land, which was watched by a 
toral of 190,020 spectators 
during the tour, were: Sewell 
35, Hagan 28, Clarke 23, 
Broome 16, Smith 13, Hurst 12, 
Langton 12, Webster 9, Bam- 
ford 3, Qwen 2, Parker 2, 
Shaw, Kieran. 

Before the 17-0 rout, the pre- 
vious biggest defeat by an Aus- 
tralian team had been 8-2, to 
the touring English profes- 
sionals in the second Test at 


Maitland in 1925. The previous 
highest scores on record in 
international games had been 
England's 13-0 against Ireland 
in 1882 and England's 12-0 
against Germany in 1901. 

Reasons given by players 

and officials of both sides for 
the record-breaking victory at 
the Sydney Cricket Ground 
were: : 
e England had developed 
brilliant combination during 
the 12 matches since the start 
of the tour; 

o The England players hada 
lot of experience playing on 
muddy surfaces like the one at 
the SCG, 

e@ The muddy conditions 
robbed Australia of its only 
weapon — speed; 

e The Australian team 
lacked cohesion because it had 
not even had a training run 
before the game. 

One player said: ‘It is only 
making us look foolish to pit us 
against the cohesive English 
professionals. without giving us 
time to prepare. It is bad for 
Australian soccer and teh 
rest of the tour." 

English co-manager Wise- 
man said: ‘‘Our lads really 
gave a brilliant showing today. 
They worked up a combination 
in the early 12 matches and 
now would beat any team Eng- 
land could put on the field.” 

Former international ‘““Tug- 
ger’ Bryant, analysing the 
match in the ‘‘Sydney Morning 
Herald’’ wrote ‘‘Australia 
could not handle the mud 
whereas England revelled in it 
and ran rings around the Aus- 
tralians It became almost far- 
cical. Our players spent more 
time on their backs in the mud 
than on their feet. One specta- 
tor commented: ‘The only 
time they were on their feet 
was when the band played! 
‘God Save The Queen’ 


“At no time did the home 
team show cohesive football. 
None of the defenders properly 
marked his opponent. Goalkee- 
per Norm Conquest faced a 
hopeless task, with the Eng- 
lishmen walking through our 
defence to deliver a barrage of 
shots. Australian centre half 
Tom Jack was the only player 
in defence who showed any 
Test form. Inside right Eric 
Hulme was outstanding in 
attack but had little support 
England's forward line — 
Broome, Hagan, Clarke, 
Sewell and Hurst — had a field 
day and scored as they liked. 
England's defence was sound 
but rarely needed.”’

An English player said after- 
wards: ‘‘Australia has relied 
on its speed to beat our players 
in previous matches. When 
that speed is buried in the 
mud, as it was today, and in 
Adelaide last Saturday, there 
is no opposition.” 

England played prand foot- 
ball for the first 35 nfinutes 
during which it scored seven 
goals. Sewell made it 1-0 in the 
4th minute. He, as well as 
inside left Hagan, figured in 
all of the first-half goals. 

It was Hagan who made it 
2-0 in the 13th minute and then 
Clarke thrilled the crowd by 
passing Conquest three times 
in as many minutes. He and 
Hagan scored again to produce 
the half-time scoreline of Eng- 
land 7 Australia 0. 

Australia’s defence was le- 
thargic and part from inside 
right Hulme, the forwards 
presented no danger. 


English goalkeeper Sam 
Bartram was called upon to 
make his first save in the 16th 
minute. He had only three 
other balls to stop before the 
half ended. 

When the teams left the 
field at half time, the English- 
men’s superiority was tatooed 
on the ground. The Australian 
territory was’ a mass of mud, 
the other half was still fresh 
and ready to give the tourist a 
chance to increase their al- 
ready big margin, which they 
did.

But the tumbling Aus- 
tralians failed to make any im- 
pression on the dour defence 
and 10 minutes from the end 
the spectators started to pour 
out of the ground. Those who 
stayed saw Broome make two 
weaving runs for goals, and 
Hurst net his firt to bring up 
the final result — 17-0. 

Hulme, a surprise selection, 
was the only Australian to im- 
press. Reg Date, the feared 
Australian goal machine, did 
little kicking during play and 
saw the ball mostly in the 17 
kick-offs. 

Not surprisingly, selectors 
omitted six members of the 
losing team from the squad to 
meet England in the third Test 
in Brisbane the following Sat- 
urday. : 

Those by-passed were Con- 
quest, Parkes, Jack, Kemp, 
Date and MacKenzie. The 14- 
man squad was -

Having revelled in the mud 
at Sydney, the Englishmen this 
time mastered the granite- 
hard surface in Brisbane to 
win 4-1 in front of a crowd of 
23,216. They displayed their 
best form of the tour in the 
first 15 minutes when they 
scored three goals but then 
they were content to go on the 
defensive. Manager Wiseman 
said his players had not 
wanted to take risks on the 


hard ground because they had 
to be fit when they returned 
home to their clubs. 

Clarke got two goals in the 
first four minutes and Hagan 
and Langton added the others. 
Harry Robertson scored for 
Australia in the 29th minute, 
Australia's best were O'Neill, 
Drummond, Lawrie and 
Hulme. 

For the fourth Test in Syd- 
ney, the selectors replaced 
Hodge with K. Lake of West 
Wallsend and Nunn with the 
great Frank Parsons. This 
time, the team had all of three 
days to train together before 
the match. 

After having won the fourth 
Test in Sydney 6-1, the Eng- 
lishmen had notched a total of 
14) goals to 17 on tour. How- 
ever, the injury problém was 
now acute. When Frank 
Broome had to leave the field 
with a pulled muscle, the only 
man available to replace him 
was 20-year-old Harry Web- 
ster who had not fully recov- 
ered from a stitched eye that 
was heavily taped. Bob Lang- 
ton and Harry Bamford were 
also injured in the game. Web- 
ster, although not fully fit, 
scored a hat-trick of goals — 
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one of them with his injured 
head. Clarke, Hurst and Sewell 
got the others, while Austra- 
lia’s goal came from a penalty 
converted by Hulme after an 
illegal tackle by Sid Owen. 
Austratian captain Bob Lawrie 
thought it had been the Socce- 
roos' best performance so far 
Best of the Socceroos were 
Cec Drummond and Key O’- 
Neill 

Because of the many in- 
juries, full back Harry Bam- 
ford was chosen to play centre 
forward in the tourists’ next 
match — a 5-2 victory over 
Granville Districts at Parra- 
matta. Ron Lord and Eric 
Hulme, who played in this 
game, thus faced the English 
three times in five days, as 
both were in the team for the 
fifth Test at Newcastle and in 
the NSW side that was to meet 
the visitors in Wollongong. 

England won the fifth Test 
5-0, bringing its goals tally in 
the Test series to 33. Before 
the game, the Englishmen pro- 
tested about the balls that 
were to be used, complaining 
that the stitching was not to 
their liking. Australian man- 
ager Bill Orr agreed to use the 
three balls that the English 
had brought with them, Eng- 
land’s goals in this game came 
from Clarke (2), Sewell, Smith 
and Hurst 

The English tour was wrap- 
ped up with a 2-0 victory — the 
narrowest — against NSW in 
Wollongong on July 22. Bam- 
ford and Sewell got the poals. 


Aussies win!

FA visit. 

Australia’s first home 
series under coach Rale 
Rasic was against the 
makeshift English FA 
squad in June, 1971. 

It’s worth noting at this 
point that an FA team had vis- 
ited Australia in 1961, during 
our period of suspension from 
FIFA. Due to this suspension, 
the Englishmen refused at the 
last minute to play against 
‘focal opposition, deciding in- 


stead to play among them- 
selves so as not to disappoint 
the 6000 spectators who turned 
up at Marks Field. That squad 
included the great Bobby 
Moore and Tom Finney, 
names of the kind missing 
from the 1971 touring party. 

To the average Australian 
soccer fan not one member of 
the FA squad was a ‘‘name”’ 
player. Instead of Bobby 
Chariton, Gordon Banks, Colin 
Bell, Martin Peters, Geoff 
Hurst, Rodney Marsh, we has 
such relative nondescripts as 
Peter Wall (Crystal Palace), 
and Alan Stephenson (West 
Ham). Other tourists were 
Peter Grummitt (Sheffield 
Wednesday), Peter Hindley 
(Nottingham Forest), Keith 
Eddy (Watford), Norman 
Piper (Portsmouth), Mick 
Mills (Ipswich), Chris Chilton 
(Hull), and Ken Wagstaffe 
(Hull) who later beame play- 
er-coach of Victorian club 
George Cross. 

If some of these names have 
a degree of charisma about 
them now, it is large because 
years have elapsed in which 
the players have had time to 
build reputations. 

“Defectors’’ from the tou- 
ring squad included Malcolm 
Macdonald and Rodney Marsh. 

New players in the Austral- 
ian squad were Max Tolson 
(South Coast Utd), Eric 
Norman (Adelaide Juventus), 
Brian Turner (Western Sub- 
urbs) and George Barboutis 
(Pan Hellenic). The big, 
tough, uncompromising stri- 
ker, Max Tolson, was given a 
run in Melbourne and Norman 
came on in Sydney, whereas 
Barboutis stayed on the bench. 
Turner had to wait until a few 
months Jater to get his chance 
against Israel. 

In both their games, the FA

The FA beat NSW 1-0, 
Northern NSW 3-0 and Victoria 
3-1 before it faced up to the

extraordinary in the first 

ame. They were simply 
aster and less subdued, their 
support behind the ball was 
far, far better as a result, as 
was their back-up in defence. 1 
also liked the constructive 
work of their full backs, Wall 
and Hindley, and the midfield 
play of Mills. John Watkiss 
was great in defence for Aust- 
ralia and George Keith had a 
good game against Chris Gar- 
land by Australia wilted badly 
in the second half after Watson 
had scored in the 52nd minute. 

It was again Watson who 
scored the winning goal in the 
return game in Melbourne. He 
found the target in the 3lst 
minute, after intercepting a 
ball which Peter Wilson had 
fumbled.

The back line is solid, with Butcher, Neale, 
Statham and Osman, and we will have to 
watch the overlapping full backs. On the other 
hand, England will have to watch ours — Alan 
Davidson and Graham Jennings, who can be 
devastating. 

Everyone knows Peter Shilton, of course. 
He is a great goalkeeper, and certainly won't 
give anything away. 

From Australia’s viewpoint, | hope we can 
concentrate for the full 90. minutes and try to 
put England off its game, just like Greece did 
in its scoreless draw with England at Wem- 


ev. 

Hopefully, if we do this, we'll be able to 
catch them on the counter-attack and sneak 
One through. 


A draw or a win against England surely 
would bring a bit of credibility back to Aus- 
tralian soccer after our two losses to New 
Zealand 

Let's hope the Australian public gets right 
behind us in this series. 


Flair equals 
entertainment 


I’ve been talking to a lot of soccer 
people who say the game is not what it 
used to be. 


All round the world, crowds have dropped 
alarmingly. Without forgetting the financial 
crisis throughout the world, I think the reason 
for the crowd decline is that individual flair is 
not emphasised as much as it used to be. 

People in the old days came to see Cruyff, 
Pele, Beckenbauer, Rivelino, DiStefano, 
Gento, Rivera, Domazos etc. etc. because 
they had the individual flair to beat teams on 
their own. 

I think that at an early age, youngsters with 
skill and flair should be taught how to develop 
them even further and when to use these 
assets to the greatest advantage, 

It is absolutely wrong to teach young 
players the notion that all 10 field players 
must perform equally and that none should 
achieve particular skills which the others are 
incapable of. Individual expression on the 
field is a gift and a talent that must be encour- 
aged and safeguarded.

England’s soccer diplomat Ron Green- 
wood, currently is spreading the word down 
under, in a soft-sell manner best suited to the 
aura of dignity which surrounds this gentle | 
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The former England man- 
ager-coach (a title he prefers 
to the mere manager tag) can 
look back on a football career 
spanning four decades, draw- 
ing on his experiences to 
build a store of knowledge 
which has made him a rever- 
ed figure in world soccer. 

Greenwood left the every- 
day life of a signwriter to 
pursue his creative urge on the 
football fields of England and 
Northern Ireland during the 
Second World War. He became 
a full time professional with 
Chelsea and also guested with 
the now defunct Belfast Celtic. 
The constructive centre half 
transferred to Bradford Park 
Avenue after the war for a 
then record fee of $7,000. 
There he linked up with legen- 
dary Len Shackleton, the con- 
troversial inside forward 
whose clashes with the estab- 
lishment earned him the label 
of ‘'The Clown Prince of Foot- 
ball'' and contributed to his 
mere five caps for his country. 

Greenwood left the northern 
industria! jungle and returned 
to cosmopolitan London, join- 





ing Brentford in 1948. During 
his three seasons there he 
turned to coaching, overseeing 
the Oxford University team. 
He rejoined Chelsea as a 
player in 1952, winning a First 
Division championship medal 
in the 1954-55 season. Stints 
with Fulham and non-leaguer 
Eastbourne United followed. 
While at Eastbourne, Green- 
wood managed the England 
youths. He was appointed as- 
sistant manager of Arsenal in 
1958 and also became manager 
of the England under-23s. 

His 17 year reign as man- 
ager of West Ham United 
began in 1961. Under Green- 
wood, “‘The Hammers" won 
the F.A. Cup in 1964, beating 
Preston North End 3-2, and 
1975, beating fellow Londoner 
Fulham 2-0. Success wasn't 
confined to English shores. 
West Ham won 2-0 against 
Munich 1860 in the final of the 
European Cup Winners’ Cup at 
Wembley on May 19, 1965. 

“West Ham’s the best club 
in the business. They’ve had 
five managers in 82 years so 
they can’t be bad, can they?’ 
said Greenwood. 


“The present manager, 











John Lyle, played under me. 
He had a bad knee injury and 
all I did was educate him to 
take over from me. You feel 
you have to do that toa club 
like West Ham. They'd been so 
good to me that you don’t want 
to leave them in the lurch. 
When John was ready I handed 
over the reins to him and that 
was when I was in limbo for a 
while until the England job 
came along.” 

Greenwood managed Eng- 
land for five years, bowing 
out, along with his team, in 
last year’s World Cup finals in 
Spain. His brief, which he 
completed, was to take Eng- 
land to the European Nations 
Cup finals in Italy in 1980 and 
the 1982 World Cup finals. 


“We were well prepared for 
Spain, even though we'd beena 
bit fortunate to get there what 
with a few hiccups along the 
way. We were unfortunate 
though not to go further in the 
finals. We beat France, 3-1, 
beat the Czechs and Kuwait 
but we couldn’t score in our 
two games down in Madrid.”

The presence of talented 
colored players, Luther Bliss- 
ett, John Barnes and Danny 
Thomas in the England touring 
party, is further evidence of 
the increasing part played by 
colored players in English 
football and Greenwood be- 
lieves they add flair to the 

amé. 

‘Probably half of every 
school side back home is made 
up of black lads, certainly in 
“the big city areas. They’re 
quite brilliant individualists, 
tremendously exciting to 
watch. 

‘But we tend to knock our 
own players. Everyone thinks 
that the grass is greener on 
the other side and the press 
certainly is guilty of this. In 
the main the English press 
praises the good things in 
other countries. I’m not saying 
that English football is bril- 
liant, but there are a lot of 
good things in the game back 
home. However, there’s been a 
general ievelling off in coach- 
ing and a lot of coaches are 
getting negative in their ap- 
proach. We have to develop 
positive attitudes in our young- 
er players and coaches much 
take the lead in this area. 

“The F.A. coaching scheme 
has lost its impetus among the 
professionals. but still works 
well with the amateurs. The 


‘ pros aren't coming into the 


scheme the way they did in the 
past. Many players don't think 





about furthering their careers 
until they stop playing, then 
it’s too late to get coaching ex-’ 
perience. The basis of coach- 
ing experience is going out at 
grass roots level and doing the 
job, and of course you can't 
just turn over from being a 
star player to being a Star 
manager. Sometimes, the bril- 
liant footballer who finds that 
it all comes naturally, can't 
break it down to communicate 
and help other people. 

“Football management is 
all to do with materialism. 
Everyone wants results 
Straight away. The beauty of 
being a manager, certainly in 
being a coach or manager- 
coach as I like to be called, is 
that you’re dealing with the 
development of young play- 
ers.”” 

English soccer is in the grip 
of change. The country is lit-- 
tered with clubs close to finan- 
cial ruin, and with Green- 
wood's long association with 
the game, his opinions and sug- 
gested remedies are widely 
sought and readily given. 

“It's a society of change, We 
must re-organise back home 
and cater more for the top 
clubs. The bottom clubs must 
be made to fight to get to the 
top. It’s all a question of prior- 
ities, really. You can't have 
the tail wagging the dog. We 
look after teams down in the 
Fourth Division and don't 
seem to worry about teams at 
the top. There's got to be se- 
lectivity and avenues of pro- 
gress where people can persist 
without being dragged down. 
The voting system at F.A. 
level has to change. The 
Chester report has just come 
out with recommendations for 
re-organising the game but un- 
fortuntely people haven’t 
taken much notice of it. 

“A smaller First Division 
would be a help, certainly to 
the England manager. Foot- 
ball clubs are in the business 
for money and this is the sad 
thing about it. Unfortunat 
it’s been carried down even 
junior levels and now all 
people are worried about is 
money, not the game itself. 
The game is bigger than 
anyone anywhere and that’s 
how it should be. 


“There are too many foot- 
ball clubs in England. I’ve 
always advocated that a lot of 
the lower division clubs should 
be just part-time. That would 
get rid of a Jot of apathetic pro- 
fessional footballers who 
haven't thought about their 
futures and just hang on as 
long as they can, In many 
ways, the non-league foot- 
baller is better off than the 
Third or Fourth Division foot- 
baller. The part-time non-lea- 
guer has got a job and at least 
ts doing something about his 
future so he’s able to enjoy his 
game.”'

I love going to State
